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HEAVY LOSSES 


TO JAPANESE 


ARE REPORTED 


Ferocious Assaults Made 


on Port Arthur. 


Whole Russian Front Engaged—Quiet 


at Shanghai Today—Progress 


of the War. 


Ghefoo, Aug 2G.—Advices received 


here today state that in the fighting 
which is proceeding between thp Rus- 
sians and. Japanese forces at Liao 
Yang, the whole Russian front from 
the Tai Tse river southwards is en- 
gaged. 


Quiet Today at Shanghai. 


Washington, 
Aug., 
26.—Admiral 


Stirling has cabled the state depart- 
ment from Shanghai that everything is 
quiet and that it is supnosed that the 
incident regarding the Russian ships 
is closed. 


, «£ Petersburg, Aug. 26.—The latest 
from the front is summed up in a dis- 
patch from- Chefoo, showing that the 
Japanese in the assaults on Port Ar- 
thur Aug. 21 and 22 were again re- 
pulsed '"with heavy losses. Despite the 
assertion made in Tokyo that all the 
attacks so far on the fortress have 
been merely preliminary to a grand 
infantry assault, the feeling grows 
kera-that the ferocity of the repeated 
-attacks and the defeats mrst be grail- 
iaiUy dissipating the energy of tte be- 
feiegers, and that %he Japanese may 
find after all that "they have broken 
their teeth on the stone of Port Ar- 
thur." 


The czar received from Viceroy Alcsx- 


leff the following report of the com- 
mander of the cruisar Novik. which 
"was sunk at Korsakovsk, island oc 
Sakhalien, after a fight with the Jap- 
anese protected cruisers Chitcse and 
Tsushima: 
"On Aug. 20 the Novik 


reached Korsakovslc. At- 4 'o'clock on 
the same day I sighted an enemy'? 
cruiser of the Mitaka type and put to 
jsea to engage her. After 45 minutes' 
fighting the Novik had three holes be 
low her water line and two above, and 
the steering geer was damaged. The 
Japanese cruiser ceased fighting and 
began .telegraphing. By the end of tie 
engagement only six of our boilers 
Vere in good order, and this fact, add- 
ftd to the damage to our steering gear. 
compelled me to return to Korsakovsk 
to examine our condition. In doing 
this I intended to put to sea again at 
night, but finding it impossible to re- 
pair the rudder, and in view of thfl 
approach of several of the cncmyN 
vessels, I dacided to sink the cruiser 
in shallow water. The officers and 
stores were conveyed on shore. On 
Aug. 21 a cruiser of the Surna typo 
bombarded that part of the cruiser 
showing above the water. My casual- 
ties on the 10th were two sailors 
killed and a doctor wounded, and on 
the 20th two sailors killed and 15 
slightly wounded." 


Rear Admiral Ouktornsky 
sends 


from Port Arthur an account of the 
sorties of the Port Arthur squadron on 
Aug. 10 and the engagement with the 
Japanese ships. He says: "As my ves- 
sel lost many in killed or wounded, 
and as the armament, hull and electric 
apparatus were seriously damaged. I 
decided to. return to Fort Arth-.r The 


ironclads Retvizan, Pobieda, Holtava, 
Sevastopol and Czarevitch accompa- 
nied me, the Czarevitch being the last 
in line. We went at an average speed, 
but owing to the darkness .and to re- 
peated torpedo attacks, which obliged 
us from time to time to change our 
course, our vessels dispersed and at 
day the Retvizan, Sevastopol, Peres- 
viet, Pobieda, Poltava and Pallada, 
with three torpedo boats, were at Port 
PfK&\\T. 
Our casualties were two offi- 


cers and ZS rr.cn l;:IIcc! and 21 cfT.c?r: 
and 286 men wounded. 50 of them se- 
verely." 


STRUCK MINES. 


Two Russian Destroyers Destroyed at 


Port Arthur. 


Tokyo, Aug. 26.—Five steamers and 


three torpedo-boat destroyers emerged 
from Port Arthur Wednesday morning 
and began the work of clearing away 
floating mines. At 6:20 in the evening 
p. two-funneled torpedo-boat destroyer 
struck a mine two miles off Liaoti 
promontory 
and sunk immediately. 


Five minutes later a second destroyer 
with four funnels ran against another 
floating mine, which exploded. This 
second vessel was at once surrounded 
by other Russian vessels and towed 
into Port Arthur, the entire flotilla 
accompanying-her. These occurrences 
were seea from various Japanese 
watch towers. The Japanese cruiser 
Hashidate also witnessed the explo- 
sions. The action of the Russians in 
attempting to clear tlie channel of 
mines indicates the intention of the 
fleet again to sally from Port Arthur. 


Forts at Port Arthur. 


Chefoo, Aug. 2G. — Golden Hill, 


White Marble mountain and Liaoti 
mountain, according to Chinese ad- 
vices, are now the only main forts se- 
curely held by the Russians at Port 
Arthur. Others arc occupied by them, 
but they are subjected to an artillery 
fire which renders their tenure uncer- 
tain. Fort No. 5, which has frequently 
been reported taken by the Japanese 
and retaken by the Russians, is again 
declared to be in the hands of the 
Japanese. 


Roads Still Bad. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 26. — Lieuten- 


ant General Sakharoff, commander of 
the eastern army, telegraphs that the 
rains have ended and that fine weath- 
er has just set in, but that the roads 
are still impracticable. The excessive 
heat of midday has caused a recur- 
rence of dysentery. Skirmishing is 
frequent, ths general says, and there 
have been Outpost encounters south of 
Anshanshan ana a cavalry engage- 
ment southeast of Liandiansian..,^ ,.

British Warships to Carry 


Vessels of the Cape Squadron Are 


Commissioned to Locate the 


Russian Raiders. 


London, Aug. 20. — It was announced 


by Premier Balfour that the British 
government had ordered two cruisers 
from the squadron at the Cape of 
Good Hope without delay to locate 
the Russian volunteer fleet steamers 
Smolensk and St. Petersburg and to 
convey to them the orders of the Rus- 
sian government that they must not 
further interfere 
-with neutral ship- 


ping. The premier stated that this 
action was taken at the request of the 
Russian government. 
This statement 


was made when 
the premier re- 


cived a large 
deputation 
of 
the 


London chamber of commerce. The 
deputation was appointed at a meet- 
ing held by the China and Bast India 
section of the chamber, which was at- 
tended by representative ship owners 
and others interested in trade in the* 
far east. The deputation alleged that 
Russia had shown differential treat- 
ment in the seizure of neutral ship- 
ping, to the detriment of Great Brit- 
ain. 
"Fb substantiate this claim sev- 


eral cases were cited. 


Mr. Balfour carefully reviewed the 


cases of alleged differential treatment. 
He said there was no evidence as yet 
that fair treatment 
would not be 


meted out to all, and that in his opin- 
ion the mooted cases hardly bore out 
the serious contention of discrimina- 
tion against British shipping, but 
should it, against his own sincere be- 
lief, appear that there really had been 
discrimination, the government would 
take every step to end such a disas- 
trous state of things -which he refused 
even to contemplate. The deputation 
must remember that belligerents had 
rights as well as neutrals, and the pre- 
mier added: "We ourselves may have 
to appeal to the law of nations to pro- 
tect our rights as belligerents, and in 
the interests of our own self-preserva- 
tion -'we may be obliged to ignore the 


of neutral shippers engaged 


in the risky though legitimate opera- 
tion of carrying contraband of war." 


Warships Out of Commission. 


Shanghai, Aug. 26. — The Russian 


cruiser Askold and the torpedo-boat 
destroyer Grozovol have gone out of 
commission, but the work of repairing 
them is being continued. There was 
no formal ceremony when ths vessels 
went out of commission. A simple 
announcement was made by the com- 
manders of the two warships that the 
vessels would remain in port until the 
war is over. The work of dismantling 
them will begin at once. The Askold 
has been authorized to remain in dock 
tmtil Sept. 11 in order to complete 
her repairs.

Winter Carrpaign Probable. 


London, Aug. 26. — According to the 


correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
with General Kuroki's army the Jap- 
anese are not likely to retire into win- 
ter quarters. Rather than to thus give 
the Russians a breathing space they 
will prosecute a vigorous winter cam- 
paign. The correspondent says that 
the Japanese are accumulating im- 
mense stores, ammunition and gnus 
at Haicheng.

activity a burden on Thursday. Fri 
day's exercises w_ere opened by sing- 
ing, conducted by Mr. Yeardley, and 
by devotional exercises of ScriptajB, 
Leartijtfrug-demanded. 


Tho first number on the morning's 


program was a fifteen minutes talk on 
"Scientific Temperance," by Mrs. 
J. 


Frank Smith, of Mt. Vernon, O., W. C. 
T. U. State Superintendent of scien- 
tific instruction in schools and col- 
leges. 
Mrs. Smith's appeal was that 


of a mother, a returned missionary, 
and a Christian woman, to the teach- 
ers of the public schools, to aid in the 
temperance work as they alone could 
tlo. The teacher's influence, she said, 
is stronger even than that of the 
mother in the home, or the minister 
in the pulpit, becatise the teacher un- 
derstands and can describe to her pu- 
pil'the scientific aspect of a subject 
•which cannot he taught by moral sua- 
sion alone. • 
••' 


She spoke of the various state laws, 


which impel the teaching of scientific 
temperance in the various grades, and 
gave a brief history of this phase of 
the work, of its application in differ- 
ent places, and of various aids to the 
teacher. 


One of he most interesting numbers 


of the week's program was Mr. Call's 
lecture "Education and Crime." 


He opened by saying that one of 


the strongest evidences of the world's 
progress is that we have gradually 
come to look for '.he reforming of the 
world through the uplifting influences 
of culture and education. The rise of 
the scientific element in our attitude 
toward education, gives promise of 
not far distant solution of this most 
difficult question. 


One of the most difficult 
problems 


ever considered is that of the reform- 
atory. Filled with the lowest 
and 


most offensive class of offenders—full 
grown men, the scum of society— the 
former idea seemed simply to rid thai 
world of the offender's iiresemco—to 
shoot him, hang him, incarcerate him 
behind prison bars—in some way to 
free itself of his troublesome person- 
ality. 


A modern attitude toward crime is 


to regard it as a disease. An abso- 
lutely healthy man does not have dys- 
pepsia, neither does he commit crime. 
Hence the fallacy of the older meth- 
ods of punishment which sought only 
retribution and revenge, and usually 
accomplished only defamation. 


Many years since plans for prison 


leform were begun to be considered. 
Noted reformers have given their life 
to the formation and advocacy of va- 
rious schemes of reform.
